Washington, Feb. 9.—The confer 
©nee between .Secretary Noble and the 
Sioux Indian delegation was begun Sat­ 
urday at 
tile Interior 
Department. 
The Secretary of War arui Mrs. Proctor 
were present, and also the wife of 
Secretary Noble and Miss Halstead. 
Others prominent in the work for the 
Indians were 
interested spectators. 
The conference opened by Secretary 
Noble, who said: 
’•You were represented here Just after (he 
agreem ent with General Crook was made. You 
made certain requests and com plaints at th a t 
time and you received certain prom ises from 
me. There has been trouble since then, and 
you 
have 
come again to say w hat you 
thlpk proper as to the cause of th a t trouble 
and 
to 
m ake 
any 
further 
com plaints 
you see fit. The Secretary la here to tell you 
th at he has kept his word, but lf there Is any 
thing more he can do, through friendship for 
the Sioux, he is ready to do It. He Is your 
friend, and the G reat F ath er has told him to 
be your friend. 
He w ants you to talk to him 
as a friend and he will m eet you In the sam e 
spirit.” 
The Secretary then asked if the In­ 
dians had made any arrangements about 
speakers. 
Ile could not hear them all, 
but he would listen to a few and he de­ 
sired them to speak briefly. 
He added 
that if no objection was made he would 
hear John Grass, Hollow Horn Bear, 
American Horse, Two Strike, Hump 
and Young-Man-Afraid-oMlis-Horses. 
John Grass then came forward. Rev. 
C. S. Cook, the Episcopal minister at 
Pine Ridge, acted as Interpreter. Grass 
at once began to speak of the recent 
trouble among the Indians, the origin of 
which he did not know. They had 
come for the purpose of conferring 
with the Secretary in regard to the 
matter. The Indians, he said, did not 
desire to be driven back to their wild 
life, but wished to consult with the 
President, so as to determine upon the 
future. The Indians thought it desir­ 
able that the agents should be civilians 
rather than military. 
In the past, he 
said, the Indian 
agents 
had 
op­ 
portunities to steal, 
but 
now 
it 
was difficult 
for 
them 
to 
adopt 
such practices. 
The agents in late 
years, lie said, were good men. 
In 
speaking of his own reservation, th at 
of 
Standing 
Rock, the 
threatened 
trouble had been put down by the In­ 
dian police. They believed in the In­ 
dian police and he was requested to ask 
for an increase of fifty men. Grass 
then shook hands with the Secretary 
and took a seat 
American Horse was the next speaker. 
He displayed considerable natural abil­ 
ity and made a graceful preface to his 
remarks, referring in complimentary 
terms to the Secretary and the ladies 
present. 
Tile Government he said, 
had made 
mistakes in its attempts 
to eivili/.e the 
Indians. 
He pro­ 
ceeded to enumerate the mistakes. 
Instead 
of 
the 
positions 
at the 
agencies being filled 
by 
Indiana, 
white men crowded them out and took 
the places. 
What his people wanted 
was a chance to rise and fill the posi­ 
tions of trust and consequence that 
were within their reach. Ile then spoke 
of religious m atters and said that 
there were three religious bodies on 
their reservation who were trying to 
teach them to live better lives and espe­ 
cially to bring about religiousmarriages. 
Young - Man - Afraid - of - His-Horses 
said he hoped the Government would 
not only educate the children but would 
also give them something to do when 
they finished at school. 
Two Strike said he had made peace 
with General Miles and was now going 
to do what he could to maintain it. 
Hump said that about 300 of his peo­ 
ple had been killed, and there should 
be some consideration shown the sur­ 
vivors. 
He wanted the rations in­ 
creased and continued. 
Hollow Horn, Bear and Medicine Bull 
talked 
briefly, 
and 
then Secretary 
Noble spoke to the Indians. 
He said 
the Indian must not be discouraged. 
He would be supported as long as he 
endeavored to do well. There were 
two sides to the question of what is due 
the Indian and what is due from the 
Indian. 
Up to 1834 the Sioux had been 
given 542,000,000 by the Government 
The Government 
acknowledges 
its 
(treaties 
and 
agreements w ith the 
Sioux. 
Since 1884, when this money 
paid, there has been much more 
money paid, according to the treaty. 
The Secretary then quoted statistics as 
to the issue of the Indians. The schools 
the Indians want have been kept up at 
the agencies, and industrial schools, 
such as they want, have been established 
at Pierre, and another school will be put 
up at Flandreau. Farmers have been kept 
at the different agencies to show the 
Sioux how’ to farm the land. 
It was a 
mere accident that 8100,000 should have 
been cut off the Sioux appropriation 
immediately after the agreement with 
General Crook. 
It would have been 
the same if there had been no agree­ 
ment. 
These things should convince 
the Sioux that the Government has 
been trying to do what was right for 
the Indians. 
In conclusion the Secretary advised 
the Indians to think over the many 
things the Government had done for 
them; to look at the promises made by 
General Crook and to have confidence 
in what he said. The Secretary said he 
wanted the Indians to make up their 
minds to do the best they could to edu­ 
cate, or to have educated, their chil 
dren, and never to let their young men 
dream that they could ever get any 
thing by force from the United State®. 
The Secretary closed bt i speech with 
renewed assurance of friendship.

Big Fail of Snow In ihe NortV 
weit. 


[i BIG BLIZZARD RAGES FOS HOURS. 


A Severe Storm Sweep* Over South Da­ 
kota, >liiine*ot:t. Nebraska anti lows— 
Train* Oelayeil —Wire* Leveled 
iii the East.

Sioux City, la .—Property W orth ttS O ,- 
OOO D estroyed. 
Sioux C it y , la., Feb. 9.—Four incen­ 
diary fires were started in this city Sun­ 
day night, and as a result property 
valued at S*250,000 was destroyed and 
the city is in a state bordering on panic. 
At 7:30 p. rn., while a high wrind was 
prevailing, an alarm of fire was turned 
in from the Hunt school, calling out the 
entire department. 
While the firemen 
were working on 
this fire another 
alarm was turned in from Tolerton Sc 
Stetson’s 
wholesale grocery 
house. 
The building was a four-story brick, 
and supposed to be fire-proof, but the 
flames spread from floor to floor, con­ 
suming every thing like so much tin­ 
der. 
The building was erected two 
years ago at a cost of 8100,000, and was 
insured for about $80,000. 
The stock 
was valued at $100,000, upon which 
there was an insurance at a rough esti­ 
mate of 860,000. The loss is total upon 
bnilding and stock. Three car-loads of 
matches had been stored in the building 
a few days ago. The flames soon spread 
to the lucifers aud in a moment the 
whole structure was enveloped in a 
blaze. 
While the Tolerton Sc Stetson fire 
was raging the Lyons gun store, lass 
than two blocks away, was discovered 
on fire. The badly crippled department 
sent one hose team to work on the build­ 
ing, but, it being a two-story wooden 
structure, was soon burned to the ground 
together with contents. 
The upper 
floor was occupied by two families, and 
it was rumored two children had been 
burned to death. Inquiries at the police 
station failed to verify the rumor. The 
fires were clearly the work of incen­ 
diaries, done, it is supposed, for the 
purpose of robbery. 
The chances are that if the incendia­ 
ries are caught it will go hard with them. 
Nearly every business man in the city 
has placed a watchman in his premises, 
and more trouble is feared. An attem pt 
was made at 11:30 to start another fire 
in a second-hand store in Pearl street, 
between Third and Fourth, but the 
blaze was discovered and squelched by 
the firemen.

The Lessons of W ister—Wonders Wrought 
by Tiny Snowflakes of Which It Takes 
a Score to Balanco a Feather—So It Is 
with Homan Agencies. 


N ew Y o rk , Feb. 8.—T he rem arkable 
m ovem ent initiated by T he Christian 
Herald services in th e Academy of 
Music is growing apace, and negotia­ 
tions are pending for additional accom ­ 
m odations on a 'gigantic scale. 
Dr. 
Talm age’s sermons have set thousand* 
of th e people of New York to serious 
thinking on religious m atters. At every 
service now m en and women rise in ail 
parts of th e house to intim ate their de­ 
sire th a t the Christians present w ould 
pray for their conversion, and after tile 
regular service is concluded they speed­ 
ily occupy th e orchestra chairs while 
Dr. Talm age and the large eorps of 
workers who are helping him listen to 
their difficulties and give them advice. 
Tearful eyes and convulsive sobs bear 
testim ony to the earnestness of the 
seekers. 
T he New York H erald esti 
m ates th a t during Jan u ary alone over 
a thousand persons declared their re­ 
solve to live Christian lives. 
Dr. T al­ 
m age^ sermon this evening, which h i 
also preached in the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music in th e morning, was from Job 
rxxviii, 22; “ H ast thou entered into 
th e treasures of the snow?” 
Grossly m aligned is the season of 
winter. 
The spring and Mummer and 
autum n have had m any adm irers, but 
winter, hoary headed and white beard­ 
ed winter, h ath had more enemies than 
friends. 
Yet w ithout w inter tho hum an 
n e e would be inane and effortless. 
Yon 
m ight speak of the winter as the m other 
of tem pests; I take it a9 the father of a 
whole family of physical, m ental and 
spiritual energies. T he most people that 
I know are strong in proportion to the 
num ber of snow banks they had to 
climb over or push through in child­ 
hood, while their fathers drove the sled 
loaded with logs through the crunching 
drifts high as the fences. 
At this season of the year when we 
are so familiar with the snow, those 
frozen vapors, those falling blossoms of 
the sky, those white angels of the a t­ 
mosphere, those poems of the storm, 
those Iliads and Odysseys of the win­ 
try tempest, I turn over the leaves of 
my Bible an d —though most of it was 
written in a clime where snow seldom 
or never fell—I Ibid m any of these 
beautiful congelations. 
Though the 
writers may seldom or never have felt 
the cold touch of the snowflake on 
their cheek, they had in sight two 
mountains, the tops of which were sug­ 
gestive. 
O ther kings sometimes take 
off their crowns, but leb an o n and 
Mount Hermon all the year round and 
through the ages never lift the coronets 
of crystal from their foreheads. 
T he first tim e we find a deep fall of 
snow in the Bible is where Sam uel de­ 
scribes a light between B enaiah and a 
lion in a pit, and though the snow 
may have crimsoned under the wounds 
of both man and brute, tho shaggy 
m onster rolled over dead and the giant 
was victor 
But the snow is not fully 
recognized in the Bible until God in- 
terrogat'-s Job. the scientist, concern­ 
ing its wonders, saying, “ H ast thou 
entered into the treasures of the snow?” 
GOD QUESTIONS JOB. 
I rather think th a t Jo b m ay have ex­ 
amined the snowflake w ith a m icro­ 
scope; for although it is supposed th a t 
the microscope was invented long after 
Jo b ’s tim e there had been wonders of 
glass long before the microscope and 
telescope of later day were thought of. 
So long ago as when the Coliseum was 
in its full splendor Nero sat in the em ­ 
peror’s box of th a t great theatre, which 
held a hundred thousand people, and 
looked at the com batants through a 
gem in his linger ring which brought 
everything close up to his eye. 
Four hundred years before Christ, in 
the stores at Athens, were sold power­ 
ful glasses called “ burning spheres,” 
and Layard, the explorer, found a m ag 
nifying glass am id the ruins of Nineveh, 
and in the palace of Nimrod. W hether 
through magnifying 
instrum ents or 
with unaided eye, I cannot say, b u t I 
th at 
Jo b somehow went

I conclude lie will look 
after our insignificant affairs. 
And if 
we are of more value than a sparrow 
most certainly we are of un re value 
than an inanim ate snowflake. 
So the 
Bible would chiefly impress us with 
God in the littles, 
it does not say, 
“ Consider the clouds,” but it says, 
“ Consider the lilies.” 
It docs not say, 
“Behold tile tem pests!” but “ Behold 
the fowls!” and it applauds a cup of 
cold w ater and the widow’s two mites, 
and says the hairs of your head are all 
num bered. 
Do not fear, therefore, th at you are 
going to be lost in the crowd. 
Do not 
think th at because you estim ate your­ 
self as only one snowflake am ong a 
tliree days’ Jan u ary snow storm th at 
you will be forgotten. 
The birth and 
death of a drop of chilled vapor is as 
certainly regarded by tho Lord as the 
creation and demolition of a planet. 
Nothing is big to God and nothing ie 
small. 
W hat makes 
the honey in­ 
dustries of South Carolina such a source 
of livelihood and wealth? 
It is because 
God teaches the ladybug to m ake an 
opening in the rind of the apricot for 
the bee who cannot otherw ise get a t 
the juices of the fruit. 
So God sends 
the ladybug ahead to prepare tho way 
for the honeybee. 
Ho teaches the an t 
to bite each grain of corn th a t she puts 
in the ground for w inter food in order 
th at it m ay not tak e root and so ruin 
the little granary. 
He 
teaches tho 
raven in dry w eather to throw pebbles 
into a hollow tree th a t the w ater flu* 
down and out of reach m ay come up 
within tho reach of the bird’s beak. 
W hat a com fort th a t he is a God in 
littles I 
The em peror of all th e Russias in 
olden tim e was looking a t a m ap th a t 
spread before him hi9 vast dominions, 
and he could not find G reat B ritain on 
the map, and he called in his secretary 
and 
said, “ W here is G reat B ritaiu 
th a t I hear so m uch about?” 
“ It is 
under your th um b,” said the secretary, 
and th e em peror raised his hand from 
the m ap and saw the country he was 
looking for. 
And it is high tim e th a t 
we find this m ighty realm of God close 
by and under our own little finger. To 
drop you out of his m em ory would be 
to resign his omniscience. 
To refuse 
you his protection would be to abdi­ 
cate his om nipotence. 
W hen you tell 
me th a t he is the God of Jupiter, and 
the God of Mercury, and the God of 
S aturn you tell m e som ething so vast 
th a t I cannot com prehend it. 
B u t if 
you tell me he is th e God of tile snow­ 
flake you tell m e som ething I can hold 
and m easure and realize. 
Thus the 
smallest snowflake contains a jewel 
case of comfort. 
Here is an opal, an 
am ethyst, a diam ond. 
Here is one ef 
the treasures of the snow. 
T ake it for 
your present and everlasting comfort. 
THE AWFUL FORCES OF NATURE. 
Behold, also, in the snow the treas­ 
ure of accum ulated power. 
D uring a 
snowstorm let an apothecary accus­ 
tom ed to weigh most delicate quanti­ 
ties hold his weighing scales out of the 
window, and let one flake fall on the 
surface of the scales and it will not 
even m ake it trem ble. W hen you w ant 
to express extrem e triviality of weight 
you say, “ Light ae a feather,” b u t a 
snowflake is m uch lighter. 
It is just 
tw enty-four times lighter th an water, 
And yet the accum ulation of these 
flakes broke down a few days ago in 
sight of my house six telegraph poles, 
m ade helpless police and fire depart­ 
m ents and halted rail trains with two 
thundering locomotives. 
W e have already learned so m uch of 
the power of electricity th a t we have 
become careful how we touch th e elec­ 
tric wire, and in m any a casa a touch 
has been death. 
B ut, a few days ago, 
the snow p u t its hand on m ost of these 
wires and tore them down as if they 
were cobwebs. 
T he snow said: “ You 
seem afraid of tho th u n d erb o lt; I will 
catch it and hurl it to the ground. 
Your boasted electric lights adorning 
your cities w ith bubbles of fire I will 
put out as easily as your ancestors 
snuffed out a tallow candle.” 
The 
snow p u t its finger on th e lip of our 
cities th a t were talking with each other,, 
and they w ent into silence, uttering 
not a word. 
T he snow m ightier than 
the lightning. 
In March, 18S8, th e snow stopped 
America. 
It said to Brooklyn, “ Stay 
hom e!” to New York, “ Stay hom e I” 
to Philadelphia, 
“ Stay 
hom e!” to 
W ashington, “ Stay hom e!” to Rich 
mond, “ Stay hom e!” 
It p u t into a 
white sepulcher m ost of this nation 
Commerce, whose wheels never stopped 
before, stopped then. 
W hat was the 
m atter? Pow er of accum ulated snow 
flakes. 
On the top of the Apennines 
one flake falls, and others fall, and 
they pile up, an d they m ake a m ount­ 
ain of fleece on th e top of a m ountain 
of rock, until one day a gust of wind, 
or even th e voice of a m ountaineer, 
sets the frozen vapors into action, and 
by aw ful descent they sweep every­ 
thing in th eir course—trees, rocks, vil­ 
lages—as when, in 1827, the tow n of 
Briel in Valais was buried, and in 1624, 
in Switzerland, three hundred soldiers 
were 
intombed. 
These 
avalanches 
were m ade up of single snowflakes. 
W hat tragedies of the snow have 
been witnessed by the m onks of S t 
Bernard, who for ages have w ith the 
dogs been busy in extricating bewit 
dered and overwhelm ed travelers in 
Alpine storms, th e dogs w ith blanket 
fastened to their backs and flasks of 
spirits fastened to their neck to resus­ 
citate the helpless travelers, one of 
these dogs decorated with a m edal for 
having saved tho lives of tw enty-tw o 
persons, the brave beast himself slain 
of the snow on th a t day when aecom 
panying a Piedm ontese courier on the 
way to bis anxious household down ti* 
m ountain, the wife and children of the 
Pled mon tees ooorier condog up the 


m ountain in' scUrch of him, an ava­ 
lanche covered all under 
pyram ids 
higher th an those under which the 
Egyptian m onarchs sleep their sleep of 
the ages! 
W hat an illustration of the tragedies 
of the snow is found in th a t scene be­ 
tween Glencoe and Glencreran one 
February in Scotland, where Ronald 
Cameron comes forth to bring to his 
father’s hou^e 
< Misin Flora Mac­ 
Donald for the felt oral ion of a birth­ 
day, and the calin day turns into a 
hurricane of white fury th a t leaves 
Ronald and F lora as dead, to be re­ 
suscitated by tho shepherds! 
W hat an 
exciting struggle bad Bayard Taylor 
am ong the wintry Apennines! 
SNOW 
DECIDED THE 
DESTINIES OF 
EUROPE. 
In the winter of 1812, by a sim ilar 
force, the destiny of Europe was de­ 
cided. 
The French arm y m arched up 
tow ard Moscow five hundred thousand 
men. 
W hat can resist them ? 
Not 
bayonets, but Hie dum b elem ents over­ 
whelm th a t host. 
Napoleon retreats 
from Moscow with about two hundred 
thousand men, a m ighty nucleus for 
another cam paign after he gets back to 
Paris. 
The m orning of Oct. 19, when 
they start for home, 
is bright and 
beautiful. 
T he air is tonic, and al­ 
though this Russian cam paign has been 
a failure Napoleon will try again in 
some other direction with his host of 
brave surviving Frenchm en. 
B ut a cloud comes on Hie sky, and 
the air gets chill and one of the sol 
diers feels on his cheek a snowflake, and 
then there is a m ultiplication of these 
wintry messages, and soon the plumes 
of the bfflcers are decked witli another 
style of plume, and then all the skies 
let looso upon the warriors a hurricane 
of snow, and the m arch becomes diffi­ 
cult, and the horses find it hard to pull 
the supply train, and the men begin to 
fall under th e fatigue, and m any not 
able to take another step lie down in 
the drifts never to rise, and the cavalry 
horses stum ble and fall, and one thou­ 
sand of the arm y fall, and ten thou­ 
sand perish, and tw enty thousand go 
down, and fifty Hiousand and a hun­ 
dred thousand and a hundred and 
tw enty thousand and a hundred and 
thirty-tw o thousand die, and the victor 
of Je n a and bridge of Lodi and Eylau 
and 
Austerlitz, 
where 
three great 
armies, com m anded by three emperors, 
surrendered to him, now himself sur­ 
renders to tho snowflakes. 
H istorians do not seem to recognize 
th a t tho tide in th a t m an’s life turned 
from December the ICth, 1809, when 
he banished by liideous divorce his 
wife Josephine from the palace and so 
challenged th e Almighty, and the Lord 
charged upon him from the fortresses 
of the sky with am m unition oi crystal. 
Snowed u n d er! Billions, trillions, quad­ 
rillions, quintillions of flakes did the 
work. 
Aud w hat a suggestion of ac­ 
cum ulative power, and w hat a rebuke 
to all of us who get discouraged be­ 
cause we cannot do m ach, and there­ 
fore do nothing. 
“ O h,” says some one, “ I would like 
to stop the forces of sin and crime th at 
are inarching for the conquest of the 
nations; but I am nobody. 
I have 
neiUier wealth nor eloquence nor social 
power. 
W hat can I do?” 
My brother, 
how m uch do you weigh—-as m uch as 
a snowflake? 
“ Oh, yes.” 
Then do 
your share. 
It is an aggregation of 
small influences th a t will yet put this 
lost world back into tho bosom of a 
pardoning God. 
Alas! th a t thoro are 
so m any m en and women who will not 
ase the gum talen t because they have 
not ten, and will not give a penny be­ 
cause they cannot give a dollar, and 
will not speak as well as they can be­ 
cause they are not eloquent, and will 
not be a snowflake because they cannot 
be an avalanche. 
In earthly wars the 
generals get about all the credit, but in 
the w ar for God and righteousness and 
heaven all the private soldiers will get 
crowns of victory unfailing. 
W hen we reach heaven—by the grace 
of God m ay we all arrivo th e re !—I do 
not think we will be able to begin the 
new song right away, because of the 
surprise we shall feel a t the com para­ 
tive rew ards given. 
Ae we are being 
conducted along th e street to our celes­ 
tial residence we will begin to ask where 
Uve some of those who were m ighty on 
earth. 
W e will ask, 
“ Is So-and-so 
here?” and the answer will be: “ Yes, I 
think he is in the city, but we don’t 
hear m uch of h im ; he was good and he 
got in, b u t he took m ost of his pay in 
earthly applause; he had enough grace 
to get through th e gate, b u t just where 
he lives I know not. 
Ile squeezed 
through somehow, although I think the 
gates took Hie skirts of his garments. 
I 
think he lives in one of thoso back 
streets, in one of th e plainer residences. 
NONE IS TOO WEAK TO SERVE GOD. 
T hen we shall see a palace, th e door 
steps of gold, and tho windows of ag­ 
ate, and tho tow er like the sun for 
brilliance, and chariots before the door, 
and people who look like princes and 
princesses going up and down the steps, 
and we shall say, “ W hat one of the 
hierarchs lives here? T h at m ust be th e 
residence of a P au l or a Milton, or 
some one whose nam e resounds through 
all tho planet from which we have 
just ascended.” 
“ No, no,” says our 
celestial dragom an, “ th a t is the resi­ 
dence of a soul whom you never 
heard of. 
W hen she gave a charity 
her left hand knew not w hat her right 
hand did. 
She was m ighty in secret 
prayer, and no one b u t God and her 
own soul knew it. 
She had more 
trouble th an anybody in all the land 
where she lived and w ithout complain- 
ing she bore it, and though her talents 
were never great, w hat she had wras all 
consecrated to God and helping others, 
and the Lord is m aking up for her 
earthly privation by especial raptures 
here, and th e K ing of this country liad 
th a t place built especially for her. 
“T he walls began to go up when her 
troubles and privations and consecra- 
Hon began on earth, and it so hap 
pened—w hat a heavenly coincidence! 
—th a t tho last stroke of the trowel of 
am ethyst on those walls was given the 
hour sho entered heaven. 
You know 
nothing of her. 
On earth her name 
was only once in th e newspapers, and 
th a t am ong th e colum n of the d ea d ; 
b u t she is m ighty up here. 
There she 
comes now, o u t of her palace grounds, 
in her chariot behind those tw o white 
horses, for a ride on th e banks of the 
river th a t flows from under th e throne 
of God. 
L et me see. 
Did you not 
have in your world below an old classic 
which says som ething about ‘these are 
they who cam e out of great tribula­ 
tion, and they shall reign forever and 
•v e rf ” 
As we pass u p the street I find a good 
m any on fo o t aud I say to th e drago­ 
m an, “W ho are these?” 
A nd when 
their nam e is announced I recognize 
th a t some af them were ob 
great 


poets and great orators and gfeat m er­ 
chants and great warriors, and when I 
express my surprise about their go­ 
ing afoot, the dragom an says, “ In this 
country people are rew arded not ac­ 
cording to the num ber of their earthly 
talents, b u t according to th e use they 
m ade of w hat they h ad .”

pathic.

An 
exam ination of snow hi Siberia showed 
th at it was a hundred degress w arm er 
under Hie snow th an above tho snow. 
Alpine plants perished in tho mild win­ 
ter of England for lack of enough 
snow to keep them warm. Snow strikes 
back the nob gases which otherwise 
would escape in th e air and be lost. 
T hank God for tho snows, and may 
those of February be as plentiful as 
those of December and Jan u ary have 
been, high and deep and wide and en- 
ricliing; then tho harvests next July 
will em broider w ith gold this entire 
American continent. 
B ut who with 
any analogical faculty can notice th a t 
out of such chill as the snow comes the 
wheat, w ithout realizing th a t chilling 
sorrows produce 
harvests of grace! 
The strongest Christians, w ithout any 
exception, are those who were, by be­ 
reavem ents or sickness or poverty or 
persecution, or all of them together, 
snowed under, and again and again 
snowed under. 
These snow storm s of 
trouble I 
They kill the m alarias of the 
soul. 
They drive us out of worldly 
dependence to God. 
Call tho roll of 
ali the em inently pious of all the ages 
and yon will find them the sons and 
daughters of sorrow. 
The M aronites say th a t one charac­ 
teristic of the cedar tree is th a t when 
the air is full of snow, and it begins to 
descend, the tree lifts its branches in a 
way better to receive the snow and 
bear up under it; and I know by m uch 
observation th a t the grandest cedars of 
Christian character lift higher their 
branches tow ard God when the snows 
of trouble are coming. 
Lord Nelson’s 
coffin was m ade out of the m asts of 
L ’Orient, in which he had fought so 
bravely, and your throne in heaven, O 
suffering child of God, will be built out 
of conquered earthly disasters. 
W hat gave Jo h n B unyan such a 
wondrous dream of the celestial city? 
Tho Bedford penitentiary. 
W hat gave 
Richard B axter such power to tell of 
the “ Saints’ Everlasting Rest,” and to 
give his im m ortal “ Call to the U ncon­ 
verted r Physical disease which racked 
every nerve of his body. 
W hat made 
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do hot care who you are of where you 
are, you need as m uch as I do th at 
cleansing which m ade Gasherie De 
W itt good while he lived and glorious 
when he died. 
Do not take it as the 
tenet of an obsolete theology th a t our 
nature is corrupt. W e m ust be changed. 
W e m ust be m ade over again. 
The ancients thought th a t snow water 
had especial power to wash out deep 
stains. 
All oHier w ater m ight fail, but 
m elted snow would m ake them clean. 
W elt, Jo b had great adm iration for 
snow, b u t he declares in substance th at 
if he should wash his soul in melted 
snow he would still be covered with 
m ud like a m an down in a ditch (Job 
ix, 30). 
“ If I wash myself in snow 
water, and m ake my hands never so 
clean, yet shalt thou plunge me in the 
ditch and m ine own clothes shall abhor 
m e.” W e m ust be washed in the foun­ 
tain of God’s mercy before we can be 
w hiter th an snow. 
“ W ithout holiness 
no m an shall see the Lord.” 
Oh, for 
the cleansing pow er I 
If there be in this audience one m an 
or woman whose thoughts have al­ 
ways been right, and whose words al­ 
ways right, and whose actions always 
right, let such a one rise, or if already 
standing lift th e right hand. 
N ot o n e! 
All we, like sheep, have gone astray. 


Unclean, unclean! 
And yet we may 
be m ade whiter Hum snow; w hiter than 
th at which on a cold w inter’s morning, 
after a night of storm , clothes the tree 
from bottom of trunk to top of highest 
branch; whiter than th a t which this 
hour makes the Adirondacks, and the 
Sierra Ne va J as and M ount W ashington 
heights < >t pomp and splendor fit to en­ 
throne an archangel. 
“ THIS IS TUE WAY; WALK YE IN IT .” 
In tho tim e of G raham , the essayist, 
in one m ountain district of Scotland 
an average of ten shepherds perished 
every winter in the snow drifts, and so 
he proposed th a t a t tho distance of 
every mile a pole fifteen feet high and 
with two cross pieces bo erected show­ 
ing the points of tho compass, and a 
bell hung a t the top, so th a t every 
breeze would ring it, and so the lost 
one on the m ountains would hear the 
sound and take the direction given by 
this pole with tho cross pieces and get 
safely home. 
W hether th a t proposed 
plan was adopted or not I do not know,
